Report of the School Board 


For the Year Ending February 15, 1909 


At the annual meeting of the district held March 4, 
1908, Eddy W. Stevens was elected moderator and Fred A. 
French clerk. Milton N. Flint was elected member of 
the school board for two years and treasurer for the ensuing 
year. Fannie L. Shepard was elected member of the school 
board for the ensuing three years. March 7, 1908, the 
school board met and organized as follows: chairman, 
Rodney F. Rollins; secretary and purchasing agent, Fannie 
L,. Shepard. 

The several schools of the district were assigned for 
especial supervision as follows: Nos. 2, 3 and 4 to Mr. 
Rollins; Nos. 7, 8 and 10 to Mr. Flint; Nos. 1, 5 and 9 to 
Mrs. Shepard. 

The new school building was opened at the beginning of 
the fall term with nineteen pupils enrolled. On account of 
the scarcity of pupils in No. 6, the school has been closed 
during the entire year and the children have attended school 
in Manchester. An increase over last year will be noticed 
in the amount we have paid in teachers’ salaries. Every 
effort should be made to maintain the teaching force at the 
highest point of efficiency, otherwise, the best results are 
impossible. ‘The best interests of the pupils, in the schools, 
should be the controlling motive in all appointments. 

During the year ending with the summer term of 1908 
there were 616 tardinesses recorded. Since then an effort 
has been made by teachers and pupils to have fewer tardy 


F< 


marks. The habit of being punctual should be encouraged 
by both parents and teachers. 

The following schools deserve honorable mention: No, 7 
for its good writing; Nos. 3 and 8 for the absence of tardy 
marks during four terms; No. 9 for its large number of 
wild flowers found and named during the spring term, and 
Nos. 1 and 5 for the exceptionally good work in composi- 
tion and illustrating. 

The school board feel that in all the schools the Town 
has been served by its teachers with good-will and industry 
and with fair success. The devotion of our teachers as a 
body is worthy of praise. 

There is a surplus in the treasury of $428.58.
